Edmonton, Alta., " August (21.—No 


more tincture of orange, not’ ‘even of 
bitter orange, and no more tincture 


of lavender of ginger and no more: 


beef ,iron and wine may be sold ‘in 
the province of ‘Alberta. Orders .-in 
council to this effect have just beén 
put into effect by the provincial gov- 
ernment. Heretofore all the formulae 
in the British and United States 
pharmacogpaea could ‘be legally used 
here, but police court records went to 
show that rather more of some of 
these tinctures were being used than 
were needed for the Saturday cooking, 
so J. A. Kelso, of the provincial labor: 


atory, ‘has been making an examina- 


tion of these prescriptions, with the 
result that from the British pharma- 
copaea the following tinctures have 
been excluded: Tincture of orange, 
tincture of lemon, compound tincture 
of cardamoms, compound tincture of 
bitter almond, ‘spirit of juniper, com- 
pound tincture of junfper and arom- 
atic elixer. In addition, ‘beef iron and 
wine has also been placed on the ban- 
ned list.
